At that 
time the Dental Examining Commit- 
tee was also given the power to exam- 
ine and regulate dental colleges in the 
State of Illinois. The Dental Commit- 
tee also supervises all examinations 
given by the Department, and since 
1949 has supervised a specialized den- 
tal committee for dental hygienists. 
There is now no reciprocity in den- 
tistry between Illinois and any other 
State. This is undoubtedly a good 





thing, in that it protects the profession 
in Illinois from being overcrowded by 
dentists coming in from other states. 

Mr. Deem especially stressed the 
necessity of notifying the Department 
of any change of address. It is a re- 
quirement of the Dental Practice Act 
that the Department of Registration 
and Education be notiffed of any 
change of address within ninety days 
thereof. The penalty for failure to 
comply with this provision being a 
forfeiture of such license. 

Dr. Anton J. Carlson, Chicago, was 
the next speaker. His subject was “The 
Illinois Society for Medical Research.” 


BUSINESS SESSION 
WEDNESDAY, MAY 13—9:00 P.M. 


The session was called -to order at 
9:00 p.m. by President Mahoney. He 
then read the following ‘American 
Creed”: 

“I believe in America. I believe in 
your high destiny under God to stand 
before the people of the earth as a 
shining example of unselfish devotion 
to the ideal that has made us a great 
nation, the Christian ideal of liberty, 
and through harmonious liberty, 
builder of respect for God’s image in 
man and ‘every man’s right to life, lib- 
erty and happiness. 

“I believe in America, for -the blood 
in the veins of America, our hearts’ 
blood, comes from the wounds of many 
people chaliced in humanity’s name 
upon the altar of liberty. 

“I believe in America, not because 
of the tremendous resources of her 
fields and mountains, rivers and lakes, 
valleys and plains, but because she 
ever has been and ever must continue 
to be the beacon of liberty, the hope 
of the oppressed, the refuge of the 
weak, the pledge and the proof that 





man can live with man in mutual re- 
spect, following God’s laws voiced in 
man’s conscience and mutual esteem 
based upon the responsibility of demo- 
cratic life. 

“In this America I believe; for this 
America I fight; for this America I and 
millions of others stand ready to die.” 


The first order of business was the 
consideration of the proposed new 
Constitution and Bylaws, as published 
in the March 1953 issue of the ILLINoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL. 

The chair called_upon members of 
the special committee for explanatory 
remarks. 

Melford E. Zinser, immediate past- 
president, gave the background for 
the appointment of the special com- 
mittee upon recommendation of the 
Executive Council that a new Consti- 
tution and Bylaws should be consid- 
ered. The following members accepted 
the assignment: Harold W. Oppice, 
Chicago, Chairman; L. H. Jacob, 
Peoria; F. Wayne Graham, Morris; 
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‘Thomas 


C. Starshak and Herman 
Wenger, Chicago. 

The committee asked what was 
really wanted and the theme song was 
more representation. Taking this un- 
der consideration, they came up with 
a temporary program of procedure 
which was accepted by the Executive 
Council. They then went to work and 
formulated the proposed instrument, 
as published in the March ILLINoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL, after it was again 
considered and unanimously accepted 
by the Executive Council in January. 

Dr. Jacob added that when the 
Council accepted the committee’s re- 
port in May 1952 it was agreed that 
the committee should proceed along 
the lines of formulating this instru- 
ment on the basis of a House of Dele- 
gates. 

“It was the opinion of the Commit- 
tee that three divisions, namely, one, a 
policy making body; two, an adminis- 
trative branch; and three, a judiciary 
branch, should be built into the pro- 
posed instrument. The House of Dele- 
gates, composed of representatives 
from all twenty-one components of the 
Society, would become the policy mak- 
ing body, and all policy must be passed 
upon by that body. Two, the Execu- 
tive Council, which would be com- 
posed of the officers of the Society 
and Councilmen representing each dis- 
trict, becomes the administrative body. 
Three, the Judicial Council, being the 
appeal body which would review the 
penalties imposed by the lower bodies 
in the various component societies, 
completes ihe proposed structure. The 
proposed instrument was approved by 
the Executive Council at their annual 
meeting in January 1953. This com- 
pleted the work of our Committee.” 


Dr. Thomas C. Starshak spoke for 
the Chicago component, saying: 

“As you know, in Chicago we have 
eight branches, but only six council- 
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men. When this new constitution came 
up we thought it would be a way to 
have all branches of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society represented. All that was 
needed was to have the constitution 
changed to permit all branches of the 
Chicago Dental Society to elect their 
own delegates. I believe if that were 
taken into consideration, it would be 
a great reform and that more interest 
would be taken by the branches to pro- 
mote better feeling. The committee 
worked hard on that one phase of rep- 
resentation.” 


Dr. Leo J. Conaty read the follow- 
ing statement for Dr. Gordon Smith of 
Alton: 

“As a former member of the Execu- 
tive Council of this Society I welcome 
this chance to talk on this matter of a 
new constitution and bylaws. 

“The friendships and contacts one 
makes by being a member of the offi- 
cial family of our Society are very 
stimulating and I for one feel that 
more of our members should have 
an opportunity to serve in such a ca- 
pacity. This new instrument being dis- 
cussed here will give more men that. 
opportunity. We also learn on the 
Council that all of us are working for 
the same thing, a better Illinois State 
Dental Society, no matter where ‘his 
home in Illinois may be. 

“In my component, Madison, we 
have one man on the Council every 
twelve years and the same is true of all 
southern Illinois component sogieties. 
We do not feel that condition is fair 
or right, and therefore like the idea of 
a representative body as provided in 
our new constitution and bylaws. 

“I believe I made the motion in the 
Council following through with the 
suggestion made by Dr. Glenn Cart- 
wright that we need a new, highly 
workable constitution. I still feel that 
we need it. 

“Finally, let us all study this new 
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constitution and bylaws and if neces- 
sary, rewrite it to suit all of our needs, 
but, gentlemen, we do need a new con- 
stitution and bylaws.” 


Robert J. Pollock, Chicago, present- 
ed the following statement: 

“About a month ago it was my privi- 
lege to discuss this matter and bring 
a few points to the attention of the 
members of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety at their April meeting. I would 
like to say a few words about this in- 
strument as an interested member. I 
would like to call your attention to 
some of the changes in the new instru- 
ment which I feel would be distinct 
disadvantages to the members over the 
old constitution and bylaws, even 
though as they are now there is a real 
need for some improvement. 

“This is purely constructive criti- 
cism. We have talked this thing over a 
great deal, and I would like to bring 
these points to you so that you can 
think them through in your own 
mind. That is just exactly what these 
men that preceded me are doing. We 
all have the Society at heart, and for 
that reason it ts possible for us to pre- 
sent these particular points. 


“Point one. In the Constitution Ar- 
ticle VIII under Amendments and in 
the By-laws Chapter XVIII under 
Amendments, this new instrument 
gives a House of Delegates power to 
change and revise the Constitution and 
Bylaws without consent of the mem- 
bership. In fact, the membership would 
have no vote in the matter. I realize 
that this is the pattern of the A.D.A. 
where the membership is fifteen times 
as large and is scattered over the en- 
tire United States and the territories. 
Here, where the membership can come 
to the Annual Meeting, it is not demo- 
cratic in principle. Even the Congress 
of the United States cannot change 
the Constitution except by a ratifica- 
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tion by the States’ legislators. It takes 
a majority, in fact, three-quarters of 
the States to do this. It is not right 
for a legislative body to be without a 
checking device of the people to be 
governed. 

“The new instrument also states that 
a constitutional amendment may be 
presented in writing by five members, 
but nowhere does it allow the mem- 
bership the privilege of speaking for 
or against the amendment before the 
legislative body. It also does not allow 
the membership the privilege of pre- 
senting any amendments to the bylaws 
at all, either in writing or otherwise. 
This privilege is restricted to the House 
of Delegates alone and without in- 
structions as to the process. 


“Point two. In the proposed by-laws 
Chapter I, Section 30, or in Chapter 
XVI, Section 40, the new instrument 
does not set up a penalty for delin- 
quency in dues of a member nor a 
reinstatement fee as in the old bylaws. 
Neither does it protect the sick mem- 
ber who, because of illness, lapses his 
eligibility for q life membership, and 
in the new instrument, he cannot ap- 
beal for reinstatement, as he can in 
the old bylaws. 


“Point three. In the proposed by- 
laws Chapter II, Section 90, the new 
instrument does not set a specific date 
in the year when the formula of 
quotas for the establishment of the 
number of delegates in the House of 
Delegates is set. It would need a num- 
ber of extra rules to govern this part, 
and would cause each component to 
have to change its own constitution 
and bylaws immediately in order to 
set up a method of selection or elec- 
tion of delegates. 


“Point four. In the bylaws Chapter 
VII, under Judicial Council, Section 
10, the Judicial Council as set up in 














the new instrument does not give the 
Chicago Component a chance for 
equal representation in this appeal 
body. This is a discrimination against 
the largest component. The old meth- 
od of a Board of Censors who report 
to the Executive Council is better and 
more equal and just. 


“Point five. In the bylaws Chapter 
VIII, under Officers, the offices of 
President, President-Elect and _ Vice- 
President would be elected by the 
House of Delegates in the new in- 
strument instead of the membership. 
I feel that this privilege should not 
be delegated to any legislative body 
but should be continued in the hands 
of the membership. 


“Point six. In the bylaws Chapter 
X on Committees, Section 20 under 
Composition, the new instrument is 
both arbitrary and confining when it 
specifies that all committees except 
the Scientific Sessions Committee shall 
have five members with two from Dis- 
trict 1, which is Chicago, and one 
each from each of the other districts. 
In many instances the efficiency of a 
committee will be hampered by this 
set up. Men are known throughout the 
state for their special interests and 
abilities; so that their nomination 
should not be restricted by sectional 
lines. 

“Section 100, Committee on Scien- 
tific Sessions. This committee as set up 
in the new instrument is much too 
small and could not organize and 
handle the scientific session as it now 
functions with eleven committees and 
some eighty members. If the new in- 
strument were accepted, the organiza- 
tion would have to implement this 
section with many rules now found in 
our present bylaws. 


“Point seven. In the bylaws Chapter 
XVI, Section 40, under Dues of Mem- 








bers, the new instrument does not give 
new graduates an exemption from all 
dues for the balance of the year of 
graduation as the old bylaws do; so 
the added inducement for a new grad- 
uate to join as soon as possible is not 
there. 


“In summary, when I was a member 
of the Executive Council a number of 
years ago, we talked about the possi- 
bility of reducing the size of the Coun- 
cil from twelve to some smaller num- 
ber for it might be too large a group 
to handle the business easily; but here 
we are with an idea of a House of Dele- 
gates of, say, sixty-two men trying to 
do the same thing. I realize all along 
that we do not always have very good 
points for representation. I realize 
that sort of thing. These are some of 
the things that you are going to have to 
weigh in the balance and decide what 
you want. This will mean that the 
Executive Secretary and his staff will 
have to prepare the work of the refer- 
ence committees and send out much 
mimeographed material to prepare the 
House for its work. The present staff 
could not handle this volume of work. 


“We now reimburse members of the 
Executive Council for the minimum of 
expense of travel and hotel for attend- 
ance at the business sessions of the 
Council. In fact, they don’t get enough 
for the sessions of the Council when 
they come for particular business. We 
should do the same under these cir- 
cumstances for the delegates to the 
House of Delegates. This much larger 
expense plus the added expense of ad- 
ditional staff brings on a beautiful case 
of burocracy and increased dues. This 
is my point; nobody else’s. 

“I. doubt if the new instrument will 
make the membership more interested 
in attending the Annual Sessions. In 
fact, I can see the possibility of a dras- 
tic decrease in interest which will re- 
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duce the number of exhibitors and re- 
duce revenue from that source. 

“Therefore, let us study our action 
more thoroughly. Then, at a future 
meeting let us come with a revision or 
a rewritten instrument which will fit 
our needs better and be as nearly eco- 
nomical as we now operate.” 


Dr. Herman Wenger, a member of 
the committee said: 

“IT want to state first of all that no 
member of this committee feels that 
we have presented a completely per- 
fect and foolproof instrument. We 
have revised during our deliberations. 
We have revised many phases of this 
instrument as we went along, perhaps 
more amendments or changes are still 
needed; but we do feel that we have 
an instrument which gives our organ- 
ization a more democratic process than 
we have ever had up to now. 

“Another thing, bear in mind that 
it is very important for the young men 
to take part in our deliberations. The 
Council as it is made up today, with 
twelve men, six from Downstate and 
six from the Chicago area, elected for 
three years, gives very little chance for 
a young man to be elected to the 
Executive Council. We are in an age 
where we must interest our youth in 
the future of our organizational work. 
Under this present set-up, regardless 
of what we here lack in balance be- 
tween Downstate and Chicago, I be- 
lieve that Chicago and Downstate are 
completely equal in the distribution of 
power in this issue. 


“Dr. Pollock stated it would be a 
very costly deal. I believe that most of 
us have served dentistry without 
thought of cost or compensation, and I 
think we all ought to be happy to be 
elected as delegates to come down here 
and represent organized dentistry 
without being paid for it. There is no 
thought for any expense money of any 
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kind being paid to the new House of 
Delegates. We are in hopes that there 
will be enough gentlemen represent- 
ing dentistry who will be very happy 
to serve in that capacity. 

“Under the new set of rules, every 
one of the eight branches in the city 
of Chicago will have four members 
at all times. We assume that machinery 
will be set up so that they can be elect- 
ed in their local components or local 
branches. The same thing holds true 
Downstate. I think a number of states 
are functioning very, very well and 
efficiently under that House of Dele- 
gates system. 

“I think we have a safeguard be- 
cause we have a complete division set 
up for the three departments of govern- 
ment. 

“I recommend that we should give 
it a thorough study.” 


Dr. Eric Lindholm, Chicago, said: 

“First, I want to plead with part of 
this group here not to be reactionary 
in not wanting a new instrument. “In 
the close to thirty years I have been 
attending State Dental Society meet- 
ings, I have been proud of the way our 
elections have been held. However, 
with its increasing size, that system of 
holding elections informally, in my 
opinion, is a lackadaisical manner. I 
feel there should be some correction 
there. 

“There is only one point that inter- 
ested me, the point of the judiciary 
council. It intrigued me, you might say; 
and I was a little bit pleased in the 
way it was laid out that our judiciary 
would be the final arbitrating body of 
any discussions arising in the compon- 
ent societies. I think it is a healthy sit- 
uation. It is similar to the way our 
United States government operates. 
Whether it is correct or not, I don’t 
think we have to rush into this thing. 
I am sure that you gentlemen, if you 
consider it more thoroughly, will agree 

















that our organization does need a new 
instrument, and I am quite sure that 
after having gone into this one, you 
will find it has not gone amiss.” 


Dr. Elmer Ebert, Chicago, made the 
following motion: 

“In view of the fact there seems to 
be some need for further discussion 
and review of our new instrument I 
move that the further discussion, con- 
sideration and action on the proposed 
revised constitution and bylaws be 
postponed until the next annual meet- 
ing of this society.” 

The motion was seconded by Dr. 
Lindholm. 


In discussing the motion, Dr. Ebert 
said: 

“The reason for proposing that it be 
postponed is that many of the societies 
have not met since the proposed constt- 
tution and bylaws were published in 
the JouRNAL. There hasn’t been suf- 
ficient time for even those who have 
met to study and discuss and consider 
the proposition which has been put 
before us. Certainly, after the discus- 
sions and after each of the components 
have had their amendments or recom- 
mendations made to the Executive 
Council of the State Society, those 
changes and recommendations will be 
given consideration, and then a more 
pure instrument might be presented 
in the 1954-Annual Meeting.” 

The motion ‘carried. 


The next order of business was the 
election of officers and councilmen. 
President Mahoney appointed the fol- 
lowing tellers: Eugene K. Ausbrook, 
East St. Louis, Chairman; Ned A. Ar- 
ganbright, Freeport; George H. Fitz, 
Pontiac; Walter Dundon, Frank Far- 
rell and Carl J. Madda, Chicago. 

The Secretary read Articlé IV, Sec- 
tion I of the Bylaws governing the elec- 
tion of President-elect. 
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Dr. Harry Danforth, Cissna Park, 
made the nominating speech for Dr. 
John A. Zwisler, of Kankakee, which 
was seconded by Dr. Walter J. Gonwa, 
Chrisman, and Dr. George R. Peter- 
son, Kankakee. 
On motion passed, nominations were 
closed and Dr. Zwisler was unanimous- 
ly elected President-elect for the year 
1954. 
Dr. William F. Mitchell, Peoria, was 
unanimously elected Vice-president for 
the year 1954. 
Councilmen were elected for the 
three year term 1954-55-56 as follows:

WHEREAS, the American Den- 
tal Association sponsored a 
program of health and accident 
insurance for the members of 
the organization during a char- 
ter period beginning on Sep-

WHEREAS, we believe that the 
members of the American Den- 
tal Association in applying for 
this insurance, interpreted the 
literature mailed to them by the 
National Casualty Company to 
mean that they were applying 
for group insurance where all 

- who applied during the char- 
ter period would be accepted 
provided that the necessary 
quota was, obtained, otherwise 
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the plan would not become el. 
fective; and 


WuereEAs, this plan that is 
now in operations has rejected 
some 3,000 members of the 
American Dental Association 
who, at any future date, when 
applying for any type insurance, 
will have to answer “‘yes” to 
the question, “Were you ever 
refused at any time for any type 
of insurance?”’; and 


WHEREAS, the said 3,000 mem- 
bers who did not receive poli- 
cies were rejected without medi- 
cal examination, a situation that 
may well be without precedent 
in the annals of insurance; and 


WHEREAS, we believe that the 
American Dental Association 
has a moral obligation at all 
times to foster that which is best 
for all of the members of the 
Association, and at no time per- 
mit a program to be put into 
effect that will injure, inter- 
fere with, or work hardship up- 
on any portion or segment of 
its membership; therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, that the members 
of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety petition the Board of 
Trustees of the American Den- 
tal Association to request the 
National Casualty Company to 
issue policies to all members of 
the Association who have made 
application during the charter 
period of September 1, 1952 to 
December 31, 1952 or compel 
the National Casualty Company 
to discontinue the entire plan 
as of November 1, 1953; or as 
soon thereafter as __ possible, 
thereby restoring all members of 





the Association to their previ- 
ous insurance status.

MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 
JANUARY 17, 1953 


The first session of the 1953 Execu- 
tive Council of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society convened on Saturday, Jan- 
uary 17, 1953, at the Pere Marquette 
Hotel, Peoria, at 9:45 a.m., President 
Mahoney presiding. The following 
members answered the roll call: Drs. 
Gresens, Blunk, Clopper, Starshak, Is- 
enberger, Kartheiser, Wilfred S. Peters, 
Fell, Hundley, Lindholm, Luebke, 
Holt, Stine, Bradel and Opdahl. Dr. 
Hindman was not present. 

President Mahoney extended greet- 
ings to the Council and welcomed the 
new Councilmen, President Mahoney 
reported on arrangements being made 
for the 1953 Annual Meeting to be 
held in Peoria, May 11-14, under the 
able leadership of Dr. W. F. Mitchell, 





Chairman of the Local Arrangements 
Committee; Dr. Robert J. Pollock, 
Chairman of the Program Committee; 
and Dr. Leo J. Conaty, Chairman of 
the Clinic Committee. 

The President then made the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 1. That it would 
be a nice gesture to honor our com- 
ponent society presidents by inviting 
them and their wives to attend the An- 
nual Banquet as our guests; 2. That we 
give a television set as an inducement 
for members to visit the commercial 
exhibits. 

A motion carried that a television 
set, Costing approximately $200.00, be 
given away as an attendance prize at 
the commercial exhibits. 

A motion carried: that the compon- 
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ent presidents and their wives be in- 
vited to be our guests at the Tuesday 
night banquet. 

President Mahoney stated that he 
had appointed Dr. M. E. Zinser as an 
additional member of the Committee 
on the Revision of the Constitution 
and Bylaws. 

The following matters referred to 
the 1953 Executive Council were con- 
sidered: 


SECRETARY'S RECOMMENDATION: “Jt 
was proposed that the fee for multiple 
extractions be set at three dollars per 
tooth up to and including six extrac- 
tions—the fee for each extraction 
thereafter to be two dollars. It is my 
recommendation that the Veterans Ad- 
ministration fee schedule be approved 
on this fee basis by the Executive 
Council for the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation with the one change 
above mentioned to be set up to and 
including fifteen extractions.” 

A motion carried approving the 
above recommendation, and that the 
Secretary notify the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation of this action. 


CouNCcIL ON DENTAL HEALTH RE- 
COMMENDATIONS: (1) “Many commu- 
nities have expressed keen disappoint- 
ment that the poster contest has been 
discontinued. Your Chairman feels that 
in time it would have greatly impressed 
the grammar school children in the 
importance of constant dental care. It 
is felt that an annual contest of this 
type would have eventually been an 
ideal method of focusing the attention 
of children on Dental Health Day 
and Week.” 

A motion carried that this matter be 
referred back to the Council on Dental 
Health and that they make a survey 
as to what procedure should be fol- 
lowed in order to continue this con- 
test. 

(2) “The Council on Dental Health 
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again urges the Illinois State Dental 
Society to seriously consider removing 
the restrictions of the Dental Practice 
Act which prevent Dental Hygienists 
from applying sodium fluoride to the 
teeth of children.” 

A motion carried that the Illinois 
State Dental Society is not interested 
in re-opening the Dental Practice Act 
in order that restrictions be removed 
which prevent Dental Hygienists from 
applying sodium fluoride to the teeth 
of children. 


Stupy CLuB COMMITTEE’s RECOM- 
MENDATIONS: (1) “That the Study Club 
Program as it has been conducted in 
the past five years be discontinued.” 

(2) “That some type of help to the 
component societies be furnished in 
the way of speakers and finance by the 
Study Club Committee.” 

A lengthy discussion was held con- 
cerning the continuation of the Study 
Club Program. Dr. Mahoney stated the 
Study Club Committee felt that these 
meetings could be successful and that 
they were not going into any com- 
munity that did not want such a meet- 
ing. Dr. Bradel suggested that the 
Study Club Committee obtain a state- 
ment from the component society or 
component societies in whose jurisdic- 
tion the meeting would be held that 
there would be enough of an atten- 
dance to justify the meeting in their 
district. 

A motion carried that the Study 
Club Program be continued for this 
year and that the Chairman of the 
Committee present his plans to the 
Executive Council in May.

MINUTES OF THE AD INTERIM COMMITTEE 
JUNE 25, 1953 
Conrad Hilton Hotel — Chicago, Illinois 


The Ad Interim Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society was called 
to order at 10:15 a.m., June 25, 1953 
in the Conrad Hilton Hotel, Chicago, 
Illinois. All members of the Ad Interim 
Committee were present in addition 
to the following: Drs. Dodd and Pol- 
lock of the Prosthetic Dental Service 
Committee; Dr. Donelan of the Public 
Policy Committee; Drs. Milas and Dun- 
don as liaison members between the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
L & L Committee of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society; officers of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society,, Drs. Ebert, Kleiman, Sol- 
fronk, and Silberhorn; Dr. Brophy of 
the L & L Committee; Dr. Kreiner of 
the Prosthetic Service Committee; Mr. 





Richardson and Mr. Stephens; and Mr. 
Bernard Conway, Secretary of the 
A.D.A. Laboratory and Trade Rela- 
tions committee. : 

President Mahoney opened the meet- 
ing by stating that this meeting was 
called for one purpose—to study and 
discuss the problems that involved cer- 
tification or accreditation of dental lab- 
oratories in Illinois. He also stated that 
in order for such a program to be 
effective the solution must be at the 
state level. 


On March 27, 1953 the Chicago Den- 
tal Society addressed the following let- 
ter to Dr. Mahoney: 

“At the recent meeting of the Board 
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of Directors. of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety it was decided that the Chicago 
Dental Society, in behalf of its Dental 
Prosthetic Service Committee, should 
suggest to you that a meeting be held 
where members of our Committee and 
the proper officials from the State Soci- 
ety could pursue the topic of possible 
recognition or accreditation of dental 
laboratories in line with the sugges- 
tions you made during the Midwinter 
Meeting. We have been planning ten- 
tatively to explore the thinking of some 
of our local laboratory men along this 
line, but we are waiting for your de- 
tailed advices before taking any very 
definite steps here.” 


Dr. Mahoney then reviewed certain 
editorials and news items published in 
the Dental Laboratory News, starting 
with the January 1952 issue. The 
points brought out through reviewing 
these items showed very vividly the 
fact that throughout the nation one 
overall accreditation plan would not 
work successfully in all states. It was 
also noted that there was considerable 
unrest in certain sections where ac- 
creditation plans were being tried, par- 
ticularly within the laboratory indus- 
try. Therefore, the participants of this 
meeting were of the opinion that a 
definite individual plan would neces- 
sarily have to be worked out for IIli- 
nois. 

It was agreed that two of the most 
important steps in accreditation should 
be: (1) to improve laboratory stand- 
ards, and (2) to educate dentists to 
patronize accredited laboratories, which 
would be laboratories who render a 
high type of service to dentists, which 
would give the highest protection to 
the health of the public. 

Dr. Ebert stated that he felt our 
main concern at the moment should be 
as to whether or not there is a possi- 
bility some other method would estab- 
lish better relations between the pro- 
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fession and the craft before actually 
going into accreditation, and that a 
first step should be to obtain unity 
between all ethical laboratory groups. 
Unity should be obtained before any 
accreditation plan is actually instituted. 

Dr. Kreiner stated that the two lab- 
oratory associations in Chicago, with 
whom representatives of the Chicago 
Dental Society have met, were of the 
opinion that some sort of recognition 
would be acceptable and that at the 
moment attempts were being made to 
work over a strict code of ethics by 
all ethical laboratories. 


At this point a recommendation was 
made that the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety consider adding to their code of 
ethics the following statement: 

“That it be a violation of the Code 
of Ethics of the Illinois State Dental 
Society for any member of the Society 
to refer a patient to a commercial lab- 
oratory for any service whatsoever.” 

During consideration of the above 
recommendation, it was also suggested 
that the Public Policy Committee ex- 
plore the possibility of having the 
above quotation incorporated into the 
Dental Practice Act. No official action 
on this matter was taken. 

Dr. Dodd read a letter from the 
Executive Secretary of the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association that very 
forcibly stated the ethical attitude of 
that Association. Dr. Dodd also sug- 
gested that consideration might be given 
to some type of associate membership in 
the Illinois State Dental Society for 
members of the laboratory craft. No of- 
ficial action was taken on this matter. 


It was moved by Dr. Luebke and 
seconded by Dr. Starshak that the fol- 
lowing resolution be passed: 

WueEREAS, the Prosthetic Den- 
tal Service Committee has made 
a considerable study of the ad- 
vantages of a program of ac- 











creditation of commercial dental 
laboratories and, 


WuerEAs, the Prosthetic Den- 
tal Service Committee agrees 
that a program of accreditation 
of commercial dental labora- 
tories appears to be the most de- 
sirable and acceptable method 
for improving relations between 
the dental laboratory craft, 
therefore be it 


RESOLVED, that the President 
appoint a special committee to 
explore the possibility of estab- 
lishing a program of ,accredita- 
tion of commercial dental lab- 
oratories at the state level, that 

. the committee be prepared to 
work jointly toward this objec- 
tive with an appropriate com- 
mittee of the State Laboratory 
Association should the latter 
group desire to join in a coop- 
erative effort. 


The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. Dr. Mahoney then appointed 
the following committee to carry out 
the above resolution:

Dr. Mahoney called on Dr. Gresens 
to explain the need for a meeting in 
the near future with the same mem- 
bers attending the present meeting, and 
in addition, Mr. Lowitz and Mr. Deem 
of the Department of Registration and 
Education, and the members of the 
Dental Examining Committee to be 
invited. This meeting to be called at 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel, Chicago, on 
a date to be set in July, 1953.

tories. President Mahoney requested 
that Dr. Ebert forward to the State

The Ad Interim Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society convened 
at 11:30 a.m. July 30, 1953 at the

all members of the Committee present. 
Motion carried that the minutes of 
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the June 25, 1953 meeting be approved. 

Motion carried that the request for 
further information as contained in a 
letter from Dr. Wilfred Peters be for- 
warded to the Chicago Dental Society 
for answer. 

Motion carried that the Ad Interim 
Committee recommend to the Execu- 
tive Council the following addition to 
the Code of Ethics of the Illinois State 
Dental Society: 

“That it be a violation of the Code 
of Ethics of the Illinois State Dental 
Society for a member to refer a patient 
to a commercial dental laboratory for 
any service whatsoever.” 

Motion carried that a budget of $500 
be set up to defray the expenses of the 
special committee appointed to inves- 
tigate accreditation and the general 
laboratory situation. 

The meeting recessed at 12:30 to re- 
convene at 2:00 p.m. in conference 
with an invited group relative to the 
study of the laboratory situation in 
Illinois. 


The Ad Interim Committee recon- 
vened at 2:00 p.m. All members of the 
Ad Interim Committee were present in 
addition to the following invited indi- 
viduals: 

Judge Vera Binks and Mr. John 
Deem, Director and Assistant Director 
of the Department of Registration and 
Education; Mr. Frederic Selcke, Su- 
perintendent of Registration; Mr. Leo 
Lowitz, Attorney for the Department 
of Registration and Education; Mr. 
Donald Arnold and Mr. L. W. Reich, 
representing the Reuben H. Donnelley 
Corporation; Mr. Paul Chapin, repre- 
senting the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Company; Drs. Humphrey, Wendel 
and Greenwald of the Illinois State 
Dental Examining Committee; and all 
members who participated in the June 
25, 1953 meeting at which the dental 
laboratory situation was first discussed. 
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President Mahoney addressed the 
following remarks to those in attend- 
ance: 

“Your presence here today is appre- 
ciated by the officers of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and the officers 
of the Chicago Dental Society. 

“Your presence also indicates a sin- 
cere desire to assist, based upon the 
personal contribution each of you can 
make in solving the problems that have 
beset the dental profession in Illinois. 

“Ethics are the foundation or the 
basis of each profession represented 
here, law-executive service, publishing, 
public utility and dentistry. 

“Each group functions under a code 
of ethics evolved for the advancement 
of its services in its dealing with the 
public. 

“These statements have been made 
several times this year. I will repeat 
them as they are also applicable at this 
meeting. 

“The dental laws are applicable to 
all dentists, ethical or unethical. They 
both receive, either directly or indi- 
rectly, the benefits of organized den- 
tistry. 

“An increasingly large number of the 
profession know that the problem has 
been drifting in the wrong direction, 
and although they do not agree on the 
remedy, they do know that the past 
trends can no longer be followed with- 
out destruction. 

““Fair play’ and ‘lending a helping 
hand’ are, roughly, concepts of Justice. 
They must respond to these appeals 
VOLUNTARILY, whereas, on naturalistic 
grounds, they would logically respond 
only under immediate compulsion. Our 
pattern of conduct, then, must be based 
upon Justice and Charity. 

“The call of the moment is not 
lamentation, but action. Not lamenta- 
tion over what has been, but recon- 
struction of what is to arise and must 
arise for the good of society. 

“The Department of Registration 














and Education is the enforcing agent 
of the statutes regulating the practice 
of dentistry in Illinois. 

“Mr. Deem is the Assistant Director 
of the Department. 

“Mr. Lowitz, the Attorney for the 
Department.” 


Mr. Lowitz presented the views of 
the Department of Registration and 
Education relative to the pending law 
suit in Chicago and stated that a con- 
clusion had been reached by the De- 
partment that there should be another 
suit instituted on the part of the State 
Department against one individual lab- 
oratory that was not at the moment 
a party to the present suit. The idea 
being to bring this matter of direct 
advertising to the public to an earlier 
adjudication than can be had under 
the pending suit. This suggestion, Mr. 
Lowitz stated, has met with the ap- 
proval of the Chicago Dental Society 
and their attorney. Also, action has 
already been instituted in gathering 
evidence for the purpose of starting 
such a suit. 


Director Vera Binks was then called 
upon by the President and she made 
the following remarks: 

“I am speaking from a little different 
position than Mr. Lowitz. I came here 
expecting criticism and when we meet 
in such a manner as this, I think we 
should be very frank. 

“We, in the Department, are lim- 
ited as to our investigations. We have 
only a total of 50 investigators—20 in 
the Chicago area. We will use them to 
the best advantage and hope to admin- 
ister the laws as they are written. 

“We represent the people of the 
State of Illinois and it is the desire of 
the Department to protect their inter- 
ests. This committee, today, represents 
your profession. We should be able to 
arrive at some point which is for the 
best interests of both the people and 


the profession. The Dental Society 
would like to have the Department 
assume the responsibility of the ad- 
ministration of this Act. If you have 
any suggestions, we would like to have 
them. We want to know what you are 
thinking about the administration of 
this law in order that we may be of 
assistance to your Dental Society. It 
is not the easiest thing to get evidence 
for a prosecution of this type. The 
Society can be very helpful to the 
Department in getting us evidence on 
which we can depend.” 


Dr. Humphrey was then called upon 
and stated that the two biggest jobs 
the Board of Dental Examiners had 
to administer was that of conducting 
examinations for the purpose of licens- 
ing applicants to practice dentistry and 
to assist in upholding the laws pertain- 
ing to dentistry within the State. The 
Board has the following conclusions 
to offer: 

(1) That registration of dentists in 
Illinois would be a tremendous 
help in enforcing the Dental 
Practice Act. 

(2) That dentists should have super- 
vision of laboratories, but not 
from a standpoint of licensure. 

(3) That cooperation between the 
Department and organized den- 
tistry should be much closer in 
the State of Illinois. 

(4) That a committee representing 
the State Dental Society should 
be appointed to work in close 
harmony with the Department 
in order to know definitely what 
each were doing in the way of 
enforcement. 


Dr. Wendel supplemented Dr. Hum- 
phrey’s remarks by stating that the 
Department and the Board had no 
legal jurisdiction over laboratories. 
Their, jurisdiction only reached den- 
tists and dental hygienists and that if, 
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and when, the Dental Practice Act was 
as strict concerning laboratories as it is 
over dentists and hygienists much of 
the trouble would be solved. When a 
laboratory breaks a law it is turned 
over to the State’s Attorney and from 
then on very little action is obtained. 


Dr. Wendel suggested that action 
should be taken toward incorporating 
the laboratories into the Dental Prac- 
tice Act through the Department of 
Registration and Education. 


In introducing Mr. Arnold, of the 
Donnelley Corporation, President Ma- 
honey stated that it was felt that 80 
per cent of the trouble in the State 
could be found in the Telephone Di- 
rectory. 

Mr. Arnold stated that the Reuben 
H. Donnelley Corporation were pub- 
lishers of the Telephone Directory, 
among many other publications, that 
they were a free and private enterprise 
and they naturally respect the wishes 
of large groups, governmental agencies, 
etc. He stated, however, that they re- 
fuse to be put in the role of policeman. 
They feel they do not belong in that 
area and it would only expose them 
to law suits. If the public is being 
harmed, they want to do all they can 
to assist but they have no right to tell 
a laboratory it is operating illegally. 
The Corporation would have to be 
prepared to defend themselves con- 
stantly. At the moment he did not feel 
that the Donnelley Corporation had 
the legal right to refuse laboratory ads. 
They would be glad to go along with 
the Department and profession about 
this sort of listing in any way they 
can and they have tried to cooperate, 
but they do not see any reason why 
they should move into the Department 
and take on a policing job. 

Mr. Lowitz asked Mr. Arnold if a 
letter from the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education to the Reuben 
H. Donnelley Corporation stating that

certain laboratories were advertising 
illegally direct to the public would 
give the Corporation the authority to 
refuse the ads. Mr. Arnold seemed im- 
pressed with this question and stated 
he would be glad to take the matter 
up with his attorney in conference with 
Mr. Lowitz. 

Mr. Arnold stated that if the De- 
partment sent a letter to the labora- 
tories and told them to remove their 
ads that the Donnelley Corporation 
would, necessarily, have to have letters 
from the laboratories themselves re- 
questing the removal of their listing. 

Judge Binks asked Mr. Arnold: “If 
the Department advised you that they 
were practicing as dentists without a 


license would that be sufficient for 
you?” 
Mr. Lowitz remarked that the De- 


partment could write to the Donnelley 
Corporation stating that laboratories 
must include in their ads the statement 
that they are working with the dentists 
directly, and must use prescriptions. 
Mr. Arnold replied that it was a good 
idea and he believed it had a lot of 
merit and his company would coop- 
erate. 


The question was then asked of Di- 
rector Binks, if there was an annual 
registration of dentists, could that rev- 
enue be earmarked for law enforcement 
of the Dental Practice Act by the De- 
partment? 

Director Binks replied that it was 
not possible to earmark any money 
for certain departments under the pres- 
ent law. That if Illinois had an annual 
renewal there would be more funds 
available and there should be some 
revisions in the Department so that 
more departments would be self-sus- 
taining. It was her opinion that an 
annual renewal would be a big step. It 
would present a better opportunity for 
service to the profession and make it 
much easier to administer the Act. She 

















stated that she would not hesitate to 
go before the legislature with a break- 
down of expenditures to show just 
what each department is costing, but 
it would be manditory to show why 
the increase was needed. 

The opinion of both the representa- 
tives of the Department of Registration 
and Education and the representatives 
of the Dental Examining Committee 
was unanimous that annual registra- 
tion was distinctly needed. 

The question of a revolving fund 
subscribed by members of the dental 


profession in lieu of annual registra- 
tion was discussed but no direct answer 
was received or decision reached. 

At this point the invited guests from 
the Department of Registration and 
Education, the Reuben H. Donnelley 
Corporation, and the Telephone Com- 
pany withdrew. 

President Mahoney then called for 
an informal report from Dr. Pollock, 
Chairman of the special committee to 
investigate accreditation of labora- 
tories. Dr. Pollock presented the fol- 
lowing report: 


REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
- TO STUDY THE POSSIBILITY OF ACCREDITATION OF DENTAL LABORATORIES 
IN THE STATE OF ILLINOIS 


This special committee, appointed 
by President Mahoney, being cognizant 
of the duties of our profession and our 
responsibilities to the public and the 
public’s health deems it advisable to 
establish a proper relationship between 
the dental profession and the dental 
laboratory craft in order to establish 
high ethical standards. The committee 
also agrees that by adopting a program 
of accreditation, organized dentistry in 
the State of Illinois should recognize 
the ethical dental laboratory by giving 
approval to these high ethical stand- 
ards. 

It was moved and passed that this 
committee recommend the acceptance 
and adoption of the Code of Ethics of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Asso- 
ciation after corrections and alterations 
have been inserted. It was also moved 
and passed that an annual accredita- 
tion fee shall be collected from each 
dental laboratory and this amount shall 
go into a special fund for the adminis- 
tration of the accreditation program 
together with whatever financial sup- 
port the Illinois State Dental Society 
deems shall be necessary. The commit- 





tee feels that the sharing of the cost 
of administration by the dental society 
is advisable and suggests for considera- 
tion an accreditation fee to be collected 
from the laboratories of between $10.00 
and $25.00. 

It was agreed by the committee that 
a survey of the present accreditation 
plans seemed to indicate that a pro- 
gram of education of the dental tech- 
nician should be better handled after 
the accreditation plan is placed in op- 
eration. It was also agreed that there 
is a need for both the members of the 
dental profession and the dental lab- 
oratory craft to be educated as to their 
mutual responsibilities. This commit- 
tee feels that a written work order 
should accompany all requests for lab- 
oratory service. Under no circumstances 
shall the work order include any direct 
dealing with the patient by the dental 
laboratory. Neither shall the prelimi- 
nary work or the work order be deliv- 
ered to the laboratory by the patient. 

“The job of administration of the ac- 
creditation was discussed by the. com- 
mittee and after reviewing what was 
done in most of the successful plans, it 
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was the concensus of this committee 
that the Prosthetic Dental Service Com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety should be the official committee 
to negotiate with the recognized body 
of the laboratory craft, the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association, to establish 
a plan of accreditation for the State of 
Illinois. 

The committee also believes that a 
joint commission of equal numbers of 
representatives from the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association and the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society should be the 
administrative body for the program of 
accreditation and that this commission 
should have a non-voting chairman 
who would be a dentist. In case of a 
controversy, which could not be solved 
by the commission, it was agreed that 
the President of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society and the President of the 
Illinois Laboratory Association, plus 





a man agreeable to both presidents and 
a man who is not in either organization 
but is in the field of dentistry should 
compose the arbitration board.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 
MAY II, 1953 


By instruction of the Executive 
Council in January, the Secretary for- 
warded to the Chicago Dental Society 
for the acceptance or rejection a copy 
of a petition of eighteen dentists prac- 
ticing in Naperville, Wheaton, and 
West Chicago in which they requested 
that these three communities be re- 
leased by the Chicago Dental Society 
and be made a part of the Fox River 
Component. The Secretary of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society replied on March 
19 that the Board of Directors, after 
due consideration, expressed their re- 
grets and reported their decision that 
the petition for release could not be 
granted. The Secretary of the Fox Riv- 
er Component was so notified of the 
Chicago Dental Society’s decision on 
March 27, 1953. 

The Central Office is now compiling 
a list of members of the Illinois State 
Dental Society who have been in active 
practice for fifty years and members 
of the Society for twenty-five years. 
Each component secretary will be fur- 
nished with their list in the very near 
future for verification as to the pre- 
sent status of each such member. Pins 
and certificates have been ordered for 
presentation whenever the interested 
component so requests. 

The February 11 Ad Interim Com- 
mittee meeting held jointly with the 
members of the Chicago Dental Society, 
Illinois Dental Examining Commit- 
tee, and the Illinois Laboratory Society 
brought out many points that can well 
assist in solving the illegal practice of 
dentistry in I]linois. 

The President, Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Policy Committee and the Secretary 
met with Director Vera Binks of the 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation, and it was the opinion of this 
committee that close cooperation be- 
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tween the Department and the Illinois 
State Dental Society would be strength- 
ened and maintained at all times. 

The President, Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee and the Secre- 
tary met with Mr. Keesler, Secretary of 
the Public Aid Commission, and a rep- 
resentative of the State Auditor’s Of- 
fice regarding the unsatisfactory oper- 
ation of the Public Aid Commission 
regarding dental fees for the indigent. 
A number of components are on the 
brink of withdrawing support and den- 
tal service to the Commission unless 
the fee schedule is increased and eli- 
gibility of recipients is under better 
control. Dr. George Thoma is working 
hard on this matter and a favorable 
solution is contemplated. 

The President and Secretary at- 
tended the annual meeting of the IIli- 
nois Laboratory Association in Gales- 
burg on April 25. This Association is 
comprised of serious thinking members 
who are anxious to assist wherever pos- 
sible in raising the standards and ef- 
ficiency of their craft and combating 
illegal practice. 

The Central Office has worked in 
close cooperation with the Chairman 
of the Public Policy Committee on bills 
pending in the Legislature that have to 
do with the Dental Health of the pub- 
lic and the interests of the Dental Pro- 
fession. All members of the Liaison 
Committee have been informed by 
letter of three pending bills—S.B. 93, 
H.B. 32, and 406 regarding the good 
and bad effects on our membership. 
The interest shown by these contact 
men has been very gratifying and it 
is hoped that when requests are made 
from this office to the councilmen that 
assistance can be given in filling the 
vacancies now on 
mittee list.

Membership 


The total membership of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society as of April 
30, 1953 stands at 4,780 as compared 
with 4,716 for the same period in 
1952. Thereby, making an increase to 
date of 64 members. The total active 
membership of the year 1952 was 4,- 
845. As we still have 145, 1952 delin- 
quent members, the prospect of ex- 
ceeding our 1952 membership is very 
encouraging. We now have 139 mem- 
bers in service whose State dues have 
been waived. 


JANUARY 


The year 1953 in the Secretary’s of- 
fice has been a very busy one, due in 
part to new projects activated, such as 
the advertising laboratories, the hon- 
oring of members having been in prac- 
tice 50 years, and correspondence re- 
garding the proposed new constitution 
and bylaws. 

One hundred fifty-three “50-year” 
practitioners. were presented with a 
scroll and gold pin either at Caravan 
meetings, at component meetings, or 
by mail for those unable to be present. 
Our office was unable to clear on three 
men who fall in this 50-year classifica- 
tion. The response and gratitude of 
those honored members was certainly 
heartwarming to all of us having a part 
in this project. There are to be 29 
members honored in 1954; 45 in 1955; 
28 in 1956; and 29 in 1957. It has been 
suggested that the Executive Council 
give some thought to honoring the new 
50-year members each year at the an- 
nual State meeting rather than spread 
it out over the year through the com- 
ponents.

poration and the Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Company, President Mahoney 
was able to arrange two joint meetings 
of interested parties regarding labora- 
tories advertising in the Red Book. 
Results of the meetings are already 
showing progress toward alleviating 
this type of advertising. 

In the two Ad Interim Committee 
meetings at which the above matter was 
discussed, a committee was appointed 
to explore the idea of accreditation of 
laboratories, which will be reported by 
the Chairman of that special commit- 
tee. 

A request was made to the office of 
Selective Service that the Secretary’s 
office be furnished @ list of priority 3 
dentists. ‘There being no such list avail- 
able, Chairman Robert J. Wells pub- 
lished a statement in the July 1953 
JouRNAL advising that all registrants 
keep in touch with their draft boards 
and the Illinois Advisory Committee to 
Selective Service headquarters regard- 
ing’ their immediate future status. 

The proposed revision of the con- 
stitution and bylaws as approved by 
the Executive Council on January 16, 
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1953 and printed in the ILLINois DEN- 
TAL JOURNAL in March 1953 follows 
the rules set up by the present consti- 
tution and bylaws. The proposed re- 
vision was presented to the general 
body May 13, 1953. After considerable 
discussion and due to a definite need 
for further consideration and review 
of the new instrument, it was moved 
and passed that further consideration 
and action be postponed until the next 
annual meeting of the Society. At the 
May 14, 1953 Executive Council meet- 
ing ‘the secretary was instructed to 
write each component society and re- 
quest that they study the proposed 
new instrument and forward to the 
Secretary’s office a list of recommenda- 
tions for additions and deletions. The 
secretary was instructed to compile 
these recommendations into a report 
and submit it to the committee and 
Councilmen before the next annual 
meeting. The first letter was mailed 
the first of June, 1953 and a follow-up 
letter was written December 1, 1953. 

Eight responses were received by the 
December 19th deadline and mailed 
to the Councilmen. The later reports 





have been placed before you this morn- 
ing. In as much as the suggestions from 
components are several and varied, it 
has been suggested that a special com- 
mittee of three councilmen and three 
members at large be appointed by the 
President to study these reports and 
present a report to the Executive Coun- 
cil at its next meeting. 

The secretary attended the 6th An- 
nual Secretaries Management Confer- 
ence, November 16-18, 1953. Such sub- 
jects as component society structure, 
committee operation, State Society 
finances and insurance programs were 
discussed. A very comprehensive paper 
on a dental student’s view on student 
membership was presented, as well as 
an interesting talk by a dentist from 
Ireland on dentistry in that country. 

The auditor’s report and member- 
ship resumé are before you and are 
self-explanatory. 

To the officers, councilmen, JOURNAL 
and secretary’s staff I wish to extend 
my thanks for all the whole-hearted 
cooperation and assistance that has 
been evidenced this past year.

EDITOR'S REPORT 
Illinois Dental Journal 
JANUARY 15, 1954 


This is the eleventh year that the 
present editor has written a report for 
the ILLINOIs DENTAL JOURNAL. It was 
in December 1942 that Harold Hillen- 
brand left the editorship of our Jour- 
NAL to go to the A.D.A. 

Many changes both in the broad 
field of dental journalism and in our 
own JOURNAL have taken place in that 
time. In general, dental journals over 
the nation have improved and we think 
Illinois has not lagged. In that time 
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we have changed printers to effect a 
financial saving and gain cooperation 
and have completely revamped the 
format and typography to modernize 
the JouRNAL. Both the editor and the 
advertising representative have attend- 
ed the meetings of the American Asso- 
ciation of Dental Editors and the Coun- 
cil on Dental Journalism of the A.D.A. 
The editor served as president of the 
former group in 1950. 

Although it is repetitious of other 














reports, some information about the 
physical set-up of the JOURNAL might 
be helpful to new officers and council- 
men. 


Journal Offices: 

The editorial and advertising office 
is at 6355 Broadway, Chicago. The staff 
here is the editor and one full time 
assistant, Miss Joan Ackermann, A.B. 
This is where the main work is done: 
the contents assembled, rewriting fin- 
ished, makeup planned, copy marked 
and sent to the printer, proofs read, 
and the issue dummied. The JOURNAL 
is printed in Waukegan by the North 
Shore Printers; then it is trucked to 
LaGrange and mailed at that Post Of- 
fice from our publication and circula- 
tion office. Dr. Edward J. Krejci has 
charge of the La Grange office. This is 
necessary because our second class mail- 
ing permit is at the LaGrange Post 
Office. This post office is very cooper- 
ative. 


Format: 


We have made a few style changes 
during the past year by varying our 
stereotyped design. The cover remains 
the same because we think, for now, 
this cover is a “trade-mark” with our 
JourNAL, as the grey color may also 
be. The ink of the cover is changed for 
variety. 


Size: 

Our size is 64 pages and cover for 
ten regular issues. This is a standard 
number of pages for printers and our 
printing bid is based on this number 
of pages. We average about 40 pages of 
reading and editorial matter and 24 
pages of advertising. The other two of 
the 12 issues are the Transactions and 
the Directory of Membership which 
both contain more pages; these appear 
in February and August respectively.

PUBLIC POLICY COMMITTEE 
MAY 11, 1953 


There are before the present session 
of the Illinois Legislature three bills 
which your Public Policy Committee 
has been watching. Senate Bill 93: 
Among other changes made in the 
present law, if S.B. 93 becomes a law, 
would redefine those that must con- 
tribute under the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act. At present, only those 
employing six or more persons must 
contribute. If this act would become 
a law, any one employing one or more 
would come under Unemployment 
Compensation. 

If Senate Bill 93 becomes a law, most

dentists would have to contribute to 
Unemployment Compensation because 
all of us employ at least one person. 
This committee certainly shall oppose 
favorable action on this bill. We should 
not do more than be opposed to this 
bill because there are big interests that 
will go to the front to fight this bill. 
The Dental Society, being a small pres- 
sure group, should not do more than 
inform our Legislators that we desire 
the defeat of S.B. 93. 

The other two bills that are before 
this Session are House Bill 32 and 
House Bill 406. When H.B. 32 was 




















introduced, we were well pleased be- 
cause it would eliminate the sales tax 
that is now being charged to our whole- 
salers or supply dealers on all materials 
that become a part of the services ren- 
dered. From the Information Service 
that we receive, we were told that this 
was a good bill for us. Also came the 
word that this bill would not pass and 
there would be a substitute bill, H.B. 
406. 

House Bill 406 is not a good bill for 
us. It is an Administration bill. If this 
bill passes, the Finance Department 
would realize twenty million dollars 
($20,000,000) in revenue. If H.B. 406 
passes, there will be an occupational 
tax (sales tax) on all materials that are 
a part of services rendered; but, a most 
important part of the deal is that the 
tax is on the user of the material; in

A report and supplemental report of 
this Committee was presented to the 
Executive Council at your session in 
May at Peoria. Since the State Legisla- 
ture continued in session until July 1, 
this committee should bring you up to 
date by saying that all the bills that 
we opposed either failed to pass or died 
in Committee. 

Since the Administration of the State 
of Illinois changed to a new governor 
the first of the year, a new Director of 
the Department of Registration and 
Education, Judge Vera M. Binks, was 
appointed. President Mahoney, Secre- 
tary Clopper, and your chairman called 
on her, February 26, and offered our 
cooperation in any effort to make her 
administration imost successful, espe- 
cially, would we assist her if any 
changes were to be made in the Board 
of Dental Examiners. In July, I was 
present at the Ad Interim Committee 


dental services it would be the dentist 
who would be required to pay the tax.

meeting in Chicago; Judge Binks was 
present also. On both occasions, Di- 
rector Binks impressed me as being a 
person who had an understanding of 
a profession’s attitude towards ethics 
and she seems to be one who would 
be most cooperative in trying to solve 
any problem of the dental profession 
that might arise in the Department of 
Registration and Education. In both 
the February meeting and the July 
meeting, the Director, I am sure, was 
properly informed that the illegal prac- 
ticing of dentistry and advertising such 
service to the public by certain dental 
laboratories in the State, especially in 
the Chicago area, was one of the major 
problems of the dental profession. The 
ads being carried in the Chicago Red 
Book by these law breaking operators 
were called to her attention. 

There will be no session of the Illi- 
nois State Legislature this year, 1954; 
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next year, 1955, another regular session 
is due. We have a few members of our 
State Society asking for legislation to 
correct illegal practices. However, men 
who are heads of Committees, both in 
the Chicago Dental Society and in the 
Illinois State Dental Society, seem to 
feel that our present Dental Practice 
Act is very strong and there is no need 
for changes at this time. 

This year your chairman has been 
impressed by a number of things he 
saw. On July 30, President Mahoney 
brought persons with conflicting opin- 
ions, including the Director of the De- 
partment of Registration and Educa- 
tion, and the representatives of the Red 
Book, together in a meeting. Your 
chairman is sure all persons went away 
with a higher regard of the other man’s 
opinions and also is confident the den- 
tal profession in Illinois profited by 
that meeting. Our president demon- 
strated great ability as a moderator. In 
the several meetings attended and the 
contacts made both ‘with members of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 





tion and members of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, it is my belief that 
accreditation of dental laboratories 
should be discussed by a group repre- 
senting both the Illinois Dental Labor- 
atory Association and the Illinois State 
Dental Society; accreditation as it is 
set up in other states may not work in 
Illinois, but a meeting to discuss ac- 
creditation may bring about a meeting 
of minds for better understanding be- 
tween the dental profession and the 
dental laboratory craft. 

Your chairman has been pleased with 
the cooperation given to this committee 
by the Secretary’s office. Secretary Clop- 
per. and his staff have responded in- 
stantly to any request. Also, their or- 
ganizing the State Society for legislative 
purposes last spring was most efficient- 
ly done.

PUBLIC WELFARE COMMITTEE 
MAY II, 1953 


Since January the agenda of the 
Public Welfare Committee has_ in- 
creased to a fast tempo. In January the 
Northwest District Dental Society 
agreed to follow the lead of the Jo 
Daviess County Dental Society in re- 
fusing to accept dental work of the IIli- 
nois Public Aid Commission until the 
fee schedule was revised upward com- 
parable to the Veterans Administration 
fee schedule. 

The Chairman of the Public Welfare 
Committee met with the Northwest 
group during the Chicago meeting. Re- 
sults were that the Chairman agreed to 
attempt to get some definite action on

the matter of fees at this biennium of 
the legislature when appropriations are 
made for a two year period. 

The Chairman had a preliminary 
meeting with the Executive Secretary of 
the Illinois Public Aid Commission on 
March 9 at which time the position of 
the Northwest District group was given. 
The result of the above meeting was 
that action was taken in the form of 
letters by the State President Dr. Ma- 
honey, State Secretary Dr. Paul Clop- 
per, and the Public Welfare Chairman 
to all members of the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission asking that fees be 
revised upward.

CDS WINS SUIT; LAB OWNER 
PLEADS GUILTY 


Judge Don B. Pioletti, Woodford 
County Judge, sitting in Cook County 
Court on January 5, imposed a fine of 
$200.00 and a one year suspended jail 
sentence upon a plea of guilty of vio- 
lating the Illinois Dental Practice Act 
by one R. Carter, owner of the Wat- 
kins Dental Laboratory in Chicago. 

This laboratory long had been sus- 
pected of practicing dentistry. After in- 
formation secured by the C.D.S. Legisla- 
tive and Law Enforcement Committee 
had been transmitted to the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education, 
further investigations were made under 
the Direction of Mr. Leo Lowitz, Su- 
pervisor of Complaints. Evidence se- 
cured became the basis of a criminal 
action on the part of the States At- 
torney of Cook County who was repre- 
sented in court by Assistant States At- 
torney Roman Stachnik. 

The judge made very clear and 
stressed the point that since this was a 
first offense on the part of Carter he 
would suspend the jail sentence and 
place the defendant on one year’s pro- 
bation. This was done with a definite 
understanding that Carter would not 
violate the Dental Practice Act and that 
if a violation should occur during the 
period of probation he then would 
have to serve the full jail term of one 
year. 

The Chicago Dental Society feels 
that this case was handled in a most 
satisfactory manner by the Department 
of Registration and Education and the 
States Attorney and that Judge 


Pioletti made a fair and just decision. 





ODONTOGRAPHIC SOCIETY LOSES 
KERMIT KNUDTZON

A.D.A. INSURANCE CAMPAIGN 
NOW UNDER WAY 

Beginning February 1, 1954, another 
enrollment campaign to qualify the 
Accident and Health Plan sponsored by 
the American Dental Association was 
begun. The National Casualty Com- 
pany of Detroit, Michigan, are the un- 
derwriters; M. A. Gesner, Inc., 150 E. 
Superior Street, Chicago, is the official 
insurance administrator representing 
the Association. 

After the charter enrollment cam- 
paign last year, about 7,000 dentists 
were accepted for insurance, and about 
3,300 had their applications and checks 
returned as not being acceptable. This 
situation would never have occurred if 
the Association had received the re- 
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quired number of applications. 17,000 


were needed to qualify; this year at 
least 15,000 applications are necessary. 

The campaign will extend from Feb- 
ruary 1 to May 1, 1954. Each and every 
dentist is urged to file an application, 
even if it is only for benefits of $100 
per month; numbers are needed. The 
more applications received, the easier 
the task will be for the Insurance 
‘Trustee:of the A.D.A. who assures den- 
tists that the policy is tailor-made for 
members of the dental profession.
